NEW YORK. Dec. 4.—The recent visit 
of Mr. T. P. O'Connor, M. P.. to America 
in behalf of Ireland and the great battle 
which' has been waged over the English 
budget In Parliament with Ireland's fate 
practically resultant has tended to In- 
crease the great Interest which has al- 
ways prevailed in recent years over the 
present and future of the island which 
has supplied America and other nations 
with so many sturdy and eminent citi- 
zens. 
« 
I was prepared .upon my latest tour 
through the country to flnd greatly dif- 
ferent conditions from those which pre- 
vailed i:pon my visit In 1872, but I was 
•surprised despite myself. I found not the 
old Erin, with Its slipshod tenants, strag- 
gling villages, poverty, want and suffer- 
ing, but a new country. The '-'auld sod" 
has become a new sod" and Is blooming 
like the rose. 
Indeed, that is the message which I 
bring to America from Erin's Isle. Be- 
fore I construct a picture of the new 
conditions I wish to comment upon the 
prominence which the country has ac- 
qulred-in recent years. No't so long ago 
the beauties of Irish scenery were over- 
shadowed by the delights of the S,wing 
and German, Italian and French land- 
scapes, - but the land of St. Patrick is 
now becoming a mecca for foreign trav- 


FAVORED BY TOURISTS. 


Ireland has become a regular stopping 
place In the itineraries of travelers. Noi 
alone Americans, but English and French 
and German tourists journey through the 
Island looking upon-the delightfully pic- 
turesque towns and the grandeur of the 
rugged scenery. I never enjoyed a trip 
more than my last across the Island. 
One visiting Ireland lately Is amazed at 
the transformation.' Of course your ordi- 
nary tourists look for comfort as' well as 
beauty, and I must say that I was not 
disappointed in the hotels, the people'or 
the weather. I started in my motor car 
at Rossclare in Wexford, where I landed 
from England. Thence the journey wa« 
.Tiade through parts of Waterford, Kerry, 
Limerick, Tipperary, Kings and Queens 
county, Dublin, Wicklow. Louth. Armagh, 
Meath, West Meath, Roscommon and Gal- 
way, 
some days traveling 1S5 miles eat- 
ing by the way and questioning all who 
would talk. I found a prosperous people 
with practically a new life from that 
talk. I found a prosperous people with 
practically a new life from that appear- 
ing thirty-seven years ago. 


IN DAYS OF HORRORS. 


My first Irish trip was made In 1872. 
as I said before, when I-found the most 
deplorable conditions. At that time evic- 
tion of tenants, unroofed dwellings and 
squalor, seen on every hand, left an Im- 
pression of dire poverty and desolation. 
My second visit In 1901 I noted a marked 
change, but upon my latest trip I saw 
with amazement even greater changes. 
Three hundred and one thousand farm- 
ers under the actp on the statute books of 
England are In possession of the land un- 
der a most liberal arrangement. 
The 
government 
advances 
the tenant 
the 
money necessary for the purchase of the 
land on a basis of 3tt per cent. One-half 
of one per cent In excess of cos* Is ac- 
cumulated practically as a sinking fund 
for the tenant who. If he or his estate 
pays the rental for sixty-eight years, the 
land Is his free and clear with an undis- 
puted title. In every case the land val- 
ues are determined on the fairest basis 
for the tenant that was. -Nine hundred 
millions of dollars in our money have 
been provided so far by the English gov- 
ernment, with other sums, such as for 
lands not nettled for and laborers' cot- 
tages. It Is estimated that the sum will 
reach one billion of dollars In two years. 


PENSION BENEFITS. 


"The Old Age Pension Act" was not 
made for Ireland, but statistics prove that 
Ireland Is the biggest beneficiary. I para 
to the Laborers' Act of 1883, by which 
S10.000.000 has gone into decent cottages 
for the Irish. 


Ireland Is known as an agricultural 
country, and always will be. Except in 
a few cities In the north there will never 
be any manufactories of consequence. 
The Irish people must the on and off the 
land. We hear of an Invasion of Ameri- 
can money to establish manufacturing. I 
say to the Irish people: "Do not be de- 
luded bv any such hopr." In the first 
place the Irish are not a mechanical peo- 
ple. 
They have no mercantile traditions. 
It takes generations ami generations to 
educate people In skilled manufactures. 
However. I will say the technical schools 
are doing good work. 


The Irish by heritage are farmers. 
They cannot compete with thr- Britons 
the Germans and the French. The coun- 
try hag no mines or minerals of value 
The trade industries are few and benefit 
only the country. 
The development of 
the land to Its highest standaid will be 
the first concern. 


IMPROVED CONDITIONS. 


The Irish breweries and 
distilleries 
show immense profits, but that is no 
credit to the country, only to the man- 
agement of the Industries. But as re- 
gards the land, the Improvements In the 
methods of the fanners are visible.. The 
grade of stock is higher, scientific sys- 
tems are getting bigger crops, machines 
are taking the burdens that were borne 
heretofore by men. Consistent and in- 
telligent effort Is making the land richer 
and consequently more \aluable. 
This feature of the new Ireland, a 
young Ireland has come into life large- 
ly by the intelligence, energy and labor 
of Sir Horace Plunkett s Irish agricul- 
tural and Industrial movement, that edu- 
cates and teaches economy and produce! 
results. 
The model farms In several 
counties are large. 
In many of them 
the farmers are quite wt-Il to do. and the 
sons. Instead of hurrying off to the near- 
est big city, are preparing themselves to 
become scientific producers of the future.

the department of health. The ravages 
of the disease are' shown to bo heaviest 
in the tenement district.

each 100,000 of population. , In the out- 
lying wards and semi-suburban districts 
the ratio was 87 to each 100,000 popula- 
tion. The bulletin estimates the tots 
value of lives lost at $19,671,950. 


Estimating the living cases of tuber- 


culosis to be 10,000" and assuming: their 
earning capacity to be $500 for youni 
persons and $250 for aged, the health de- 
panmtnt bulletin puts the loss of wages 
for this class for 190S at $1,120,000.

Germany Has Always Accepted the Monroe Doctrine in Order 


to Keep Friendly With the United States—Wants a 


New Germany Down to Brazil 


(By MALCOLM CLARKE.) 


BERLIN, Dec. 4. — For the moment 


the Kaiser's attention Is off Great Britain 
and is fixed on America. 
' Not even In the United States Is the 
Xicaraguan situation followed so closely 
as it is today In Berlin. 


Upon the success of the Washington 


government In dealing with Zelaya will 
depend In no small measure Oonxiany s 
future South American policy. It would 
perhaps be going too far 
to say

Kaiser would welcome the failure of the 
United States to restore order in Central 
America, but that His Majesty would 
welcome a condition which would justify 
German Intervention, can be said. 


Germany has many commercial

terests In Central and South America 
which suffer from the turmoil and un-

America. 


Tbe Kaiser has for years encouraged 
not cnly Oerfnan commercial enterprises, 
but German immigration* te those parts.

Hospital 
at Greenwich by Profe»sor Jonnesco, deal 
of the University of Bucharest, demon 
Btrated a noteworthy development In th 
application of the wonderful anesthetic 
stovalne. 


Hitherto the d#ug has been confined t 


operations below the waist, Its depressing 
influences upon the heart excluding Iti 
employment ta operations Involving th 
upper part of the body. Now, howeve 
it has been discovered that thto dtsad 
vantage can be overcome by employln 
strychnine in combination with stovaln 
and it was to demonstrate this that Pro 
fessoi- Jonnesco today, in the presencte o 
ome forty London surgeons, operated to 
emove a mass of tuberculosis glands from 
a man's neck. 
He informed the surgeons that he had 


used no general anesthetic In any opera- 
ion nt the Bucharest Hospital In eighteen 
months, having In that period performed 
more than TOO operations of various kinds 
under stovalne Injections. 


NO PAIN IS FELT. 


In the present case Professor Jonnesco 
nserted a hypodermic needle Into the 
spinal canal between two of the vertebrae 
at the base of the neck and injected three 
centigrammes of stovalne and five centi- 
grammes of sulphate of strychnine dis- 
solved in water 
After a minute the pa- 


tient was placed on the operating table 
and his head and. shoulder. «ere lowered 
so that the numbing fluid might spread 
upward. 
Two minutes later the operation wa. 


carried out In the ordinary manner. No 
chloroform or other general anesthetic 
was used. The patient was perfectly con- 
scious throughout and an«wered ques- 
tions of the surgeons rationally.

"No," replied the man cheerfully.

policy nowadays and is as reckless 
and Irresponsible in his Toryism as 
he was In the earlier days in his 
Penianlsm. He IB an Irishman, self- 
educated and self-made, and when 
booking clerk at Newcastle-on-Tyne 
during the wildest days of the Parnell 
movement,

United Ireland, to which he sent dis- 
patches that were not only anti-Tory, 
but bitterly anti-English.

Tenderloin King 


A man who is expected by some to be a political 


power in San Francisco after January 1 next, while 
others claim that Mayor-elect McCarthy will can, or 
turn him down so hard that his head will swim and he 
will see stars, is Jerome Bassity, long known as the 
"King of the Tenderloin." 


Bassity, or Jerry as he is called by his familiars, is a 


unique character, having begun his career by driving 
a milk or vegetable cart into San Francisco from one 
of the ranches down the peninsula at daybreak each 
morning. He soon wearied of that commonplace oc- 
cupation, which was so lacking in exciting incident 
that it is told that it was not an uncommon occurrence 
for Bassity to fall asleep on his morning trips only to 
be awakened by the warning voice of a policeman or 
the jolt* caused by a collision with some vehicle that 
was disputing the right of way with his own. 


Bassity drifted into the half-world and soon became 


a leading factor in its lines of business or vices, running 
saloons, gambling games and reported to be largely in- 
terested in the promotion of red-light resorts. He ac- 
quired his title of King, and now k is said that he is 
the undisputed boss of the underworld of Sin Fran- 
cisco, being to that section of this city what Dry Dollar 
Sullivan is to the Eastside of New York. 
i 


There are many points of similarity in the characters 


of Big Tim Sullivan of New Yoric and Jerry Banttjr 
of San Francisco's tenderloin, ind there are also mamjr 
points of wide divergence. Both are reputed to be very 
generous to the needy, especially among their own 
friends and followers. While the stories of Big Tim's 
annual gifts of shoes and stoJrings to the poor chil- 
dren of the East Side' are air lost matters of history, 
Bassity's benefactions have been of a less public or 
demonstrative character, but nevertheless numerous. 
Many is the story told of Bassity aiding the sick and 
otherwise distressed, his practice being to leave $100, 
$200, or even larger sums, on the bed of the unfortunate 
or place it on the kitchen table as he passed out of the 
place, with the admonition, "See that he gets what he 
needs, and if you want any mo-e just call on me." 


While "Big Tim" neither to jches liquor nor tobacco, 


Bassity is on fairly good terms with both, and there 
have been rumors that he occasionally gets enthusiastic 
in his libations. But be all these incidents as they may, 
the habitues of the tenderloin look to Jerry Bassity as 
their leader and particularly at this time rely upon him 
to protect their interests. 


Sfatt Democrats 


The State Democrats are preparing to do several 


stunts early in the new year. Among these are the 
holding of a general conference in this city on Jack- 
son Day, January 8th, to be followed by a banquet at 
$1 a plate in the evening, and the launching of a 
Democratic penny paper and a general fishing ex- 
cursion for candidates for Governor and United States 
Senator. 


All the Democrats in the State are invited to the 


conference and to the banquet, but as but 350 covers 
have been suggested for the latter, inquiry is made 
whether that number represent s all surviving Bourbons 
in California. 


The four names most frequently mentioned for 


Governor are James D. Phelan, Theodore A. Bell, Sen- 
ator Sanford of Ukiah and Senator Cartwright of 
Fresno. Phelan has intimated that he is going to 
Europe and will not enter the gubernatorial contest. 
He is said, however, to have an eye on the toga of a 
United States Senator and would like to test his status 
with the electors of California on that line. It is told 
among Democrats that with Jimmy it is "United States 
Senator or nothing." 


Phelan made a test of his standing with the people 


of San Francisco for the office of mayor through that 
notorious postage stamp primary held under the aus- 
pices of the Good Government League, and the secret 
returns with identification marks were not satisfactory. 
Now he wants to test the temper of the people of the 
whole State in relation to his Senatorial ambitions. 


Recently another name has been introduced into the 


contest for the Democratic complimentary vote for 
Unite'd States Senator. It is that of former State Sen- 
ator, Presidential elector and candidate for Lieutenant. 
Governor, R. F. Del Valle of Los Angeles. It w 
claimed for Del Valle that he is especially well 
equipped for such candidacy, for, although from the 
south, he is a native son and cpposed to State division, 
having emphatically declared that there must be'but 
one California, which, it is i rged, will meet the ap- 
proval of northern Democrats. 


Senator Cartwright has sa d that he does not feel 


that he is financially equipped to make the contest for 
Governor, but Senator Sanford is believed to have long 
entertained such aspiration. 


The Democrats have been whispering much of late 


about a mysterious dark horse they are going to trot 
out for the nomination for Governor. This is said to 
be none other than E. O. Miller, the lawyer, of Visalia. 
who has been conspicuous in land litigation and who 
was once a trustee of the State Library. 


Reform Leagues 


The various reform leagues and reform clubs that 


have been manipulated in this city during the past three 
years by Rudolph Spreckels, James D. Phelan and 
kindred influences have undertaken tb organizing for 
the campaign of 1910 with but one name, instead of 
the various aliases under wh.ch they have heretofore 
masqueraded. The Good Government League, Inde- 
pendent Republicans, League of Justice, United Re- 
publicans, Heney League, all of which are designations 
for one and the same aggregation of disgruntled and 
defeated politicians ^who hav<* been trying to "break 
in" for 'a long time, now propose to call themselves 
"The Public Welfare Fund of San Francisco," and will 
attempt to raise a fund of $75,000 by unpopular sub- 
scription and make use of the money to continue their 
political efforts to reform themselves into offices amd 
other political jobs. 


Among those associated with this newly orgmawtd 


movement are the familiar names of Junes D. PheUn. 
Rolla V. Watt, Colonel Gksting, Barclay Henley. 
General S. W. Backus, Frank W. Marvin, Isidor 
Jacobs, Milton T. U'Ren, C W. Eastin.

Both were notified by the inspectors 
to appear this morning to take

witness stand, but for some reason 
neither appeared. Deputies, were sent 
to their addresses, but Drouillard's 
people said that they did not know 
his whereabouts and at a Pacific 
street address, given by Fernandez on 
Friday night, the man could not be 
found. 
It was said that he left the 
place on Friday night and had 
not 


been seen since. 


COMFEI/ ATTENDANCE.

Crocker on the Graft Prosecution 


In broad general terms, William H. Crocker has 


stated, in his letter to a New York newspaper, the 
reasons why the miscalled graft prosecution be- 
came utterly discredited and was utterly repudi- 
ated by the citizens of San Francisco at the late 
election. But he has failed to state in detail the 
multitude of offenses against law, decency and 
the elementary principles of justice committed un- 
der pretense of purifying public morals—the sor- 
did bargaining with criminals, th$ infamous sys- 
tem of espionage inaugurated; the hounding of 
jurors and witnesses; the giving of offices and 
granting of immunity as a reward for incriminat- 
ing testimony against the particular individuals 
selected for ruin and disgrace; the open collusion 
between certain judges and the graft prosecution; 
the concealments and subterfuges resorted to for 
the purpose of blinding the public eye and accom- 
plishirfg by stealth and device what, the law pre- 
sumes should be accoinpKshed in the open light 
of day and by methods recognized as legitimate 
and honorable; the campaign of slander and de- 
traction inaugurated against citizens who pro- 
tested against the alliance of Jhe graft prosecution 
with the band of criminals who debauched the 


tious and unscrupulous millionaires, who financed 
the prosecution, employed an army of spies and 
kept in their pay Francis J. Heney while he was 
holding the office of Assistant District Attorney; 
the establishment of a literary bureau to defame 
the city and vilhfy leading citizens of the State in 
the public prints; the attempt to govern the city 
with the immunity contract thieves who were 
guaranteed retention of their offices as well ^s im- 
munity from punishment; the political alliance 
formed with brothel keepers and the vermin of 
the tenderloin ostensibly to promote good govern- 
ment and the ends of justice, and the thousand 
and one infamies perpetrated by disreputable 
agents privately paid by the men io control of the 
machinery of the law. 


Nor does he allude to the studied attempt of the 


agents of the graft prosecution (Rudolph Spreck- 
els, James D. Phelan and Francis J. Heney) to 
hold up the managers of banks in which Spreck- 
els and Phelan have no interest as being leagued 
with criminals and in sympathy with political 
corruption; neither does he speak of the disgrace- 
ful travesty of justice that criminal trials had 
come to be with Heney conducting prosecutions 
under direction of private employers. 


Nevertheless it is refreshing to see a citizen 


prominent in the business and financial circles of 
San Francisco telling the truth about the so-called 
graft prosecution, telling it with courageous can- 
dor and without trace of per^fnal bitterness. Had 
men of Mr. Crocker's standing spoken thus open- 
, ly and candidly months ago, San Francisco would 
have been spared much of the evil notoriety she 
now enjoys, rruch of the scandal attending the 
administration of the criminal law, not a little of 
the useless expense she has incurred, and the 
calamitous results of a municipal administration 
conducted more with a view to influencing the 
result of certain criminal trials than giving the 
city efficient, economical and honest government. 
Still it is gratifying that Mr. Crocker has spoken 
the truth at last. It is Jto be hoped that other rep- 
resentative citizens of San Francisco will follow 
his example. It is necessary that they should do 
BO; for while the electorate of San Francisco have 
spewed Heney and his masters out of their 
mouths, the lie is being sedulously circulated 
abroad that the majority of the people of San 
Francisco are malefactors and that Heney is a 
great and good man whose efforts to reform a 
wicked and corrupt city have been spurned by a 
community hopelessly infected with crime. Heney 
has .been sent packing, but the defamation of San 
Francisco is still going on. The Bulletin and the 
Spreckels-Phelan literary bureau continue to ad- 
vertise the city abroad as being morally putrid, 
given over to unbridled license and political rot- 
tenness. Unless men like William H. Crocker 
have the courage to speak out In denunciation of 
such falsehoods and m vindication of the fair fame 
of their city, San Francisco will hold the evil rep- 
utation she has been given by hired muckrakers 
and a band of conspirators masquerading as moral 
crusaders. .

The Sacramento Union of last Monday has the

"In an editorial article on the "Romans as Road- 


Builders," THE OAKLAND TRIBUTE of Sun- 
day morning falls into a common error when it 
says that the Romans 'gridironed the country with 
good macadam roadways.' The Roman highways 
were as different from the system introduced by 
McAdam as asphalt pavements are. 


"Where roads are constructed according tf> the 


views of modern engineers they are vastly supe- 
rior to their classical predecessors." All Roman 
highways were alike, whether in the hills or in the 
valleys, on rolling land or in plains. In the less 
frequented districts the materials' might not be as 
well selected as in the more traveled parts, but the 
plans of construction remained unaltered. The 
straight line was the line that was followed, al- 
though it is not the best. Such factors as friction, 
gravity, collision and resistance of the air were not 
understood; consequently they did not enter into 
the calculations. The foundation of the Roman 
road was a course of massive blocks, roughly 
dressed and in several layers, and well-jointed 
blocks were laid in concrete on this base. A

The Union is technically right in objecting to 


the application of the modern term macadam to 
the ancient Roman roads, for modern roads built 
on McAdam's plan differ in some respects from 
the manner in which the ancient Romans built 
their military roads throughout that portion of the 
British isles which they dominated for four hun- 
dred years. 
McAdam disregarded the idea of 


foundation for the roadbed. He concentrated his 
efforts to the development of smooth surfaced road 
by the use of evenly sized broken rock, which 
would be comparatively cheap to build and easy 
for light, modern vehicles to travel by keeoing 
them in constant repair. The ancient Romans con- 
structed their roads with broken rock also, and 
wherever the natural rock formation cropped to 
the surface thjey leveled it off and utilized it as a 
permanent roadbed. But their highways were not 
paved, as the Union presumes, like the Appian 
way. 


As to the comparison between the modern ma- 


cadamized road, as McAdam invented it, and the 
roads which the ancient Romans constructed it is 
all in favor of the latter for durability. Those 
ancient Romans were unquestionably the best 
road-builders the world has ever seen, and the 
proof of it lies in the fact that some of the roads 
they constructed in Britain fifteen hundred years 
ago are still in use today. How long will a mod- 
ern macadamized highway last even with the best 
of care? 


The city tax collections this year have broken 


two records—namely, in the payment of the first 
installment which is the largest in the history of 
the city, and in the delinquent list which is the 
smallest ever known here. What better proof is 
necessary to show that Oakland is riding securely 
on a wave of unprecedented prosperity? 


The comptroller of New York has refused to 


consider the question of cutting down salaries 
made by a Tammany office-holder on the ground 
that the applicant for a reduction is drawing the 
lowest salary possibly for the position held by him 
under the civil service laws in force. In ajl prob- 
ability the suggestion to reduce salaries was pre- 
arranged by Tammany Hall to furnish ^n excuse 
to keep up the schedule. 


The past week has not been favorable for any 


kind of business owing to the stormy weather. 
But the Oakland clearing house reports neverthe- 
less show an increase in the bank clearings for the 
week ending at the close of business on Thursday 
of 32.7 per cent over the record of the same period 
in 1908. San Francisco's gain amounted to only 
9.4 per cen^and Los Angeles 16.5 per cent. The 
total bank clearings of the week in question in 
Oakland amounted to $2,277,000. This is at the 
rate of $118,404,000 a year, and yet that large 
figure does not by any means represent anything 
near the true volume of business done in Oakland, 
as a large proportion of it crosses the bay for set- 
tlement and very materially swells the bank clear- 
ings of San Francisco, to Oakland's disadvantage, 
as it loses the credit in the financial record which 
it ought to receive. 


Berkeley has made a good start toward consoli- 


dation, having organized a1 club of its most sub- 
stantial business men and financiers to carry on a 
campaign of education in favor of uniting all oi 
the cities on this side of the bay and creating a 
city and county government. The organizers oi 
the club take an intelligent view of the situation 
which has been brought about by the late annexa- 
tion election and they recognize that the true road 
to the mutual prosperity of the east bay shore com- 
munities lies in the consolidation of municipal in- 
terests. Their views will carry great weight with 
the citizens of Berkeley generally, as they wield 
great influence through the magnitude and import- 
ance of the interests they represent. Alameda will

Introduced at the Coroner's inquest at 
the Cherry mine horror today tended 
to show that the fire was started by 
Matt Francisco, an inexperienced boy 
of 15. who was working in the mina 
In alleged violation of the child labor 
law. The boy's work was to push the 
empty cars from the main shaft In 
the second vein over to the cage, run-

Francisco testified that he had 


pushed the loaded car of hay that 
caught fire over to the elevator shafl 
leading to the third vein and left i1 
standing close up to the blazing torch 
•which ignited it. 
The lad said this 


•was the first bale of hay he had ever 
been required to handle and that his 
superiors in the mine gave him no 
instructions as to what he should do 
.with it. 
Representatives of State Factory 


Inspector Davies' office declared that 
this testimony justifies the opinion 
that the child labor law was freely 
violated in the Cherry mine to the 
great danger of the 500 miners em- 
ployed there.

Walking, who has made several exami- 
nations, concurs in the diagnosis, and 
as soon as he returns to the city will I 
indorse a report to that effect. 


Benson cites section 5544 of 
the 


United States Revised Statutes, which 
provides that a Federal prisoner shall 
be exclusively under control of State 
officers and entitled to the same rule 
of credits for good behavior applica- 
ble to other prisoners. 
As a ruling 


•upon this statute. 
Benson cites the 


case of Joseph Naples in Ohio (sec- 
tion 142 Federal Reporter), in which 
the prisoner was 
paroled 
and the 


action upheld by the court. 


Benson has now served half of his 


term, which will 
expire on May 2. 


1910. He writes that he was charged 
•with conspiring to defraud in con- 
nection with Edward B. Perrin. find 
that the Federal case against the lat- 
ter had been dismissed.

i HE outlook 
for the 


new year in the mat- 
ter of public improve- 
ments in the Greater 
Oakland of today is 


very 
bright. 
Tn addition 
to 


the nearly $3,730,000 to be ex- 
pended in new wharves and 
docks and municipal 'buildings, 
over $200,000 will be spent in 
street improvements and sewer 
and salt water main extensions, 
under the direction of the Board 
of Public Works. Then, the new 
year will witness the introduc- 
tion of many public and private 
improvements throughout t h e 
newly-annexed 
district, 
whicji 


Y will be officially inducted into 


the municipality 
by the City 


Council tomorrow night at the 
close of the canvass of the re- 
turns of the annexation election. 
After going through this official 
formality the jurisdiction of the 
Various 
municipal departments 


will be extended over the an- 


* nexed 
district. 
Public 
street 


lighting has already been extend- 


\ ed to a part of the annexed dis- 
Wrict in advance of the official an- 


nouncement. Thirty-nine new arc 
lights distributed through Fruit- 
vale and Melrose flashed out for 
the first time on Wednesday eve- 
ning as the -.ignal that they now 
constitute a part of the city of 
Oakland. The fire alarm and po- 
lice telegraph will quickly fol- 
low, giving the annexed territory 
the benefit of fire and police pro- 
tection which it has much needed 
in the past, but which the county 
could not adequately provide. 


FIRST FRUITS 
ARE REAPED 


One of the first fruits in the of- 


ficial records showing Oakland's 
real growth will be the weekly 
building permits. While the ac- 
tivity in building in the annexed 
territory has been quite as great, 
particularly in the construction 
of residences, as inside the old 
boundary lines of the city there 
has been hitherto no recorded evi- 
dence of it. Now all new build- 
ing construction will come under 
the jurisdiction of the Board of 
Public Works and the city build- 
ing inspector and will be shown 
in the weekly list of permits is- 
sued by the board. 


EFFECT ON THE 
REALTY VALUES 


All of these public and private 


improvements will have a direct 
b e a r i ng on future 
property 


values, without considering what 


public service corporations 
mplate doing, for the city 


at large. The plans of these cor- 
porations are far-reaching. They 
Embrace additional transportation 
^ facilities within the central part 


of the city and in various direc- 
tions in the annexed district. The 
Southern Pacific 
Company is 


ready to proceed with the Mel- 
rose extension of its urban and 
^ suburban electric railroad system 


from the present terminus of the 
steam railroad at Melrose station 
to the city's new boundary limits 
on Stanley road. It has made a 


Board of Supervisors for a fran- 
chise on Stanley road; but that 
has now passed out of the juris- 
diction of the county and a new 
application will have to be filed 
with the City Council. As the 
whole line from the water front 
is to be electrized the franchise 
will, as a matter of course, be 
promptly granted 
The operation 


of this new electric railroad will 
open up a vast area of the newly- 
annexed district for settlement 
and there is no doubt but what it 
will be rapidly occupied. 


The same company is getting 


into shape to extend the present 
Webster street steam line, as an 
electric railroad, along Franklin 
and Twentieth streets to San 
Pablo avenue and thence to the 
Sixteenth street station, where a 
new and modern $250,000 depot 
building is to be erected as soon 
as the detailed working plans are 
finished. 


Meantime the Oakland Trac- 


tion and Key Route companies 
are planning numerous extens- 
ions into new territory not al- 
ready opened up, all of which 
will induce investment in realty 
and advance realty values.

Flour from sawdust Is another step In 
the movement for the conservation of for- 
est resources. 
The "United States con- 
sul at Christlanla, Norway, has sent to 
this government a suggestion along this 
line -which may be of value to American 
lumbermen who are wrestling with tne 
problem of sawdust waste. 
The flour in question is not the kind 


which goes into the 
making of light, 


fluffy biscuits, and the other kind which 
are not light, or flaky pastry; but It Is an 
ingredient of dynamite, linoleum, xyolite, 
which for the informal Ion of the man on 
the street Is a. kind of artificial flooring, 
and other things. It Is not put forward 
as a new discovery, for It has been In use 
for several years In Europe, and to a small 
extent In this country. 


MILL USED. 


The wood flour is ground In a cheap 


mill, very similarly to those which grind 
corn and rye. Pine and spruce sawdusrt 
Is used in Europe, and 
after 
passing 


through the stones and the bolting chest, 
it Is sacked or baled for shipment. It Is 
then worth twelve to thirteen dollars a 
ton. The four has a number of nses, one of 
which ts !n the making of dynamite. 
It 
is the absorbent for the nltroglylcerine 
which is the explosive ingredient wood 
flour dynamite Is Interior to that made 
with lafuserlal earth as the absorbent; 
but it serves many 
purposes, 
and Is 
cheaper. But 
dynamite is one of the 
smallest prospective uses for the product, 
Linoleum makers mix'It with linseed oil 
and give body to their floor coverings. It 
Is not considered quite equal to ground 
cork for this purpose, as it is less elas- 
tic; but It is cheaper and meets require- 
ments for medium grades. 


USED IN FACTORIES. 


. The flour nils an Important place In the 
manufacture of xyolite, a kind of artifi- 
cial flooring, resembling wood In weight, 
and stone In other respects. It is used 
for kitchen floors, and in halls, corridors, 
cafes, restaurants and public rooms. 11 
Is impervious to water, and Is practically 
fireproof. It Is floor material in some of 
the German war vessels. It Is so used be- 
cause it is not liable to take fire or splin- 
ter If struck by shells. 
' 
. 
Many additional uses for -wood flour wm 


probably be found. The amount of saw- 
dust to be had in this country Is practi- 
cally unlimited, and millmen will welcome 
any plan that will lessen the waste at the 
sawdust dump.

sands of tons of this sawdust flour yearly 
and the United States takes some of It 
Germany is a large manufacturer also 
and has been for years.
